Tue result of the Elections as far as England is 
concerned may now be pretty well estimated, and it 
appears that in the counties Her Majesty's Ministers 
have gained three seats, and in the Boroughs, 
twenty-six, and the Opposition something more than 
half that number, namely fifteen seats. As in the 
present position of European affairs there is every 
probability of the new Parliament being called upon 
to consider matters of grave importance, it is satis- 
factory to observe that almost every public man of 
note has been re-elected, with the exception of Mr. 
Bernal Osborne, who has, we fear, been unseated by 
an undue exercise of Admiralty influence and intimi- 
dation at Dover. Notwithstanding the enormous sub- 
sidy of the Carlton Club (said to amount to £100,000) 
and the large sums expended by the candidates 
themselves, the effect of the dissolution will not be 
to add much to the numerical strength of Lord 
Derby's supporters. Mr. Disraeli, in his recent 
speech at Aylesbury, stated his expectation of seeing 
in the new Parliament a compact body of over 300 
supporters of her Majesty's Government. On what 
grounds the right honourable gentleman's hopes rest 
we know not, nor does the result of the elections, so 
far as they have gone, bear him out ; but report says 
that much reliance is placed by Government on 
the support of the Irish Catholic members; that 
every attempt is being made to gain their sup- 
port we doubt not, but such an anomaly cannot long 
continue, and even supposing Mr. Disraeli's we fear 
too sanguine expectations to be realised, the Govern- 
ment would still be carrying on the administration of 
affairs with a decided minority in the House, and at 
a crisis almost without parallel in the history of 
Europe. Reviewing the speeches of Lord Stanley, 
Lord Palmerston, Lord John Russell, and our 
leading statesmen, it is satisfactory to find that all are 
agreed on the expediency of maintaining neutrality 
if possible, although Lord Stanley's speech indicates 
considerable doubts of the continuance of peace. In 
all probability the present dissolution of Parliament 
will effect a reunion of the Liberal ranks, and the 
consequent immediate overthrow of Lord Derby's 
Government; and the question arises—To whom are 
we to entrust the guidance of the helm in the pre- 
sent disturbed state of European affairs? This im- 
portant question will, we think, be solved in a very 
few days after the assembling of the new Parliament, 
and it is expected will result in the return of the 
Liberal party to power. 

The constitution of the new Parliament will differ 
but little from the late one, which in February 1857 
fore, is, that in the event of the formation of a 
Liberal Government, Lord John Russell will be the

Susa. Master of Turin and of the railways that centre 
at Turin, the Austrian General would have divided the 
two French armies and would have been in secure pos- 
session of all Sardinia, except only that mountainous 
Montferrat region which we have supposed him to sur- 
vey, as lying on his left, while meditating his advance 
across the Ticino. 

This raid upon Turin was thought to be an object so 
material to the successful opening of the game before her 
that Austria was believed to have acted wisely even in 
incurring some moral odium while securing so important 
a advantage. But, for some reason or other, 
which is probably a very good military reason, but which 
lessens our idea of the necessity of her diplomatic pre- 
cipitancy, Austria has taken no advantage of her 
priority in point of time, or of her superiority in 
point of force. She moved her army forward in 
two main divisions. One of them stepped cautiously 
over the river, and set foot upon that alluvial plain, that 
flat bay of land, which lay before them. Gradually, 
and with much deliberation, this division occupied the two 
little towns of Novara and Mortara—one on the right 
wing and the other on the left,—and then advanced a few 
miles further to Vercelli, where they halted, surveyed, 
and reconnoitred, while every hour was b laden 
transports in the harbour of Genoa and long lines of 
French infantry were swarming over the Cenis. Per- 
haps the rains that fell swelled the tributaries and da- 
maged the roads; perhaps the revolutions in Parma, 
Modena, and Tuscany counselled caution or created ir- 
resolution ; perhaps the Austrians were impressed with 
the conviction that it would be less troulft e to let 
the French come over the sea and over the Alps, and 
assemble in their full strength ; that it would be easier 
to meet them all on this hither side, as in a cockpit from 
which there was no escape. We are not in a condition 
to divine motives or to criticize gs for the tele- 
grams are not very explanatory, and the knowledge 
vouchsafed to us by the military authorities is not very 
perfect ; but we can see that after being seven days on 
the Sardinian soil the invaders have not yet advanced 
more than 35 miles from the frontier river. 

Of the division which crossed the Ticino, and which 
appeared to be intended to march up the level upon 

urin, we can trace the movements with some certainty. 
They have diverged rather southwards of their direct 
route; that is to say, they are tending towards the foot 
of the Montferrat range, rather than towards the foot of 
the Alpine hills.

The banks of river are said to have been fortified, 
and it was thought that these lines had been chosen as 
the battle-field on which France and Sardinia, profiting 
by the sluggishness of the Austrian, had determined to

it would seem, the difficulties have not proved so great 
as, from the difference in national notions about such 
matters, may be apprehended among ourselves; but, 
on the other hand, these i ties in Eng- 
land will be lessened under the influence of our 
characteristic common sense, when the excellent 
effects resulting from the Irish system are fully 
appreciated here. Mr. Organ, of Dublin, is highly spoken 
of by Mr. Shipley in his instructive pamphlet on thissub- 
ject, as a leading instrument in the work of obtain- 
ing employment for convicts who have been 

on tickets of leave from the Dublin gaols; and the ad- 
vice of this gentleman might doubtless be of large assis- 
tance in the extension of the principle to this country. 
The course appears to be this—when employment for a 
reformed prisoner is offered, means are taken by the 
police force to ascertain the character of the master and 
his power to give the employment ; while the master 
himself has free access to the prisoner elected, and every 
facility otherwise for inquiring into his conduct and 
capabilities. The arrangemont being thereupon com- 
pleted, is registered by the Inspector-Gene of Con- 
stabulary, who, moreover, retains for a certain time any 
surplus above £2 which the prisoner may have earned in 
prison, as a collateral guarantee. The discharged pri- 
soner then enters upon his employment, but he does so 
under the supervision of the police, a precaution wise in 
itself, and apparently having only beneficial results in 
Ireland, but which amongst ourselves would require great 
delicacy in its application. There have been but too many 
cases reported inour journals of ticket-of-leave men and 
other discharged prisoners who have been absolutely 
driven once more into crime by the conduct of police- 
men, who, from whatever motive, had made it their busi- 
ness that the released man himself should never forget, 
and that every proposing employer should know his an- 
tecedents; and there can be no question that, where the 
discharged prisoner has turned down the right path, 
and indicates no purpose of deviation, the dogging his 
steps, and the proclaiming what he has been at every 
house, is in the highest degree cruel and impolitic. Yet, 
while the feelings of the reclaimed offender should, on 
every consideration, be consulted, there can be no doubt 
that the police, in the public interest, may, without ne- 
cessarily offending those feelings, have a general eye 
upon the conduct of the discharged persons. If their 
communications with these should at any time assume 
the form of “a friendly greeting, and of a warning voice,” 
so that the warning be against their own retrogression, 
such supervision may be of the utmost value at a criti- 
cal moment. 

In Ireland the supervision of the police is continuous, 
and, it must be admitted, cannot be otherwise than 
effeetive as a check upon the discharged prisoner. When 
he reaches the place of his employment, he has to report 
himself at the nearest police station, and he repeats this 
report monthly during the period of his leave ; he may 
not remove without the authority of the police, and 
thereafter has to report himself in like manner. The 
police have him under close observation, and upon any 
overt misconduct, nay, even upon the least suspicion of 
his leading an idle, irregular life, or of any non-compliance 
with the penal regulations, he is liable to immediate re- 
apprehension and recommittal in its full stringency for 
the full term of his original sentence. It is a mere result 
of the difference in national characteristics that this “ pa- 
tronage and support of the police,” which appears 
to be thankfully accepted by the ticket-of-leave men in 
Ireland, would be scarcely so welcome among ourselves, 
more disposed to self-sustaining action. That the effect 
of the system in Ireland is most beneficial cannot be 
disputed, and it is to be hoped that, with the requisite 
modifications, it may be carried out here. Mr. Shipley 
adverts, with just admiration, to that sense of honour 
which impels the Irish ticket-of-leave men to feel a per- 
sonal obligation to justify by their conduct the recom- 
mendations they have received, and we may fain hope 
that our own erring countrymen are not less sensitive to 
honour—not less capable of gratitude. It may be assumed 
that the large portion of those who, in our prisons, 
have undergone the reformatory process, are on the 
whole an improvement upon what they were during 
that career which led to their imprisonment, and with 
which the want of the education, moral and physical, which 
has developed their improvement, had, as a rule, largel 
todo. The improvement, however, moral and physical, 
is of little avail unless the reformed man is made inde- 
pendent, by introduction to the means of honest occupa- 
tion, of those associates under whose maleficial influence 
the natural good that was in him originally, as in all 
God's creatures, has been crushed. To the utmost prac- 
ticable extent, the released prisoner should be enabled

mself wholly from his former associates, who, themselves 
still wallowing in the mire whence he has emerged, are 
eager to drag him once more down among them, that so 
he may no longer be “ a reproach to his neighbours.”

AUSTRIA. 

It is stated in a Vienna letter that in six weeks prior 
to April 10th no fewer than ninety vessels left Genoa for 
the Baltic Sea to fetch corn.

If anything shall force us into war, we shall not 
be found unprepared, so far as the materiel is concerned, 
or the men who constitute the great bulk of our forces 
on seaor land. It would, however, be gratifying to feel 
more confidence than the country now possesses in those 
who might be called upon to lead its army or its navy into 
action. Ifwe have embryo Nelsons or Wellingtons— 
as I trust an emergency would show we have—we have 
certainly yet to learn that such is the case. 

The fearful disaster of the Pomona shipwreck, you 
will observe, has called forth a leader in this day’s Times, 
in which a suggestion is made that the friends of emi- 
grants—of which so large a number are Irish—ought to 
press on Government, the making it imperative 
on ships having them on board to “ break off all commu- 
nication with shore, and anchor in the offing for 24 hours 
before sailing.”

CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 
GRAHAMSTOWN, Marcu 18.—The return of the imports 
and exports (says the Grahamstown Journal) for the 
quarter ending 31st December, published during the 
present month, show a decréase of trade, viz., £30,343 
in imports, and £162,830 in exports. The falling off in 
the former has been £10,000 in woollen, and £15,000 
in cotton manufactures. The importation of flour has 
decreased 14,000 barrels. This arises chiefly from the 
withdrawal of troops. The consumption has been less ; 
our farmers have not produced more. The importation 
of timber and building materials has greatly increased ; 
wines and spirits are in the same list. In exports, the 
chief deficieney is £92,000 on wool, and £24,000 on 
hides, but since the making up of the returns large ship- 
ments of produce have been made, and transactions are 
still very large. 

The state of trade presents nothing remarkable. It is 
steady, and except in land, there is an absence of any 
large transactions. Money is tight ; both the City banks, 
it is expected, will raise the rate of discount. 

Great activity also prevails in the making and im- 
provement of roads in both provinces. Seven hundred 
convicts are now employed on these, and the coming 
circuit is expected to run up their strength, by new con- 
victions, to 1,000 men. The subdivision of convict 
parties, owing, to the difficulty of superintendence 
and guards, renders their labour costly. Each man costs 
£35 a-year to keep, clothe, and look after. If the entire 
gang were concentrated on two or three large public 
undertakings, a great economy would arise. e pre- 
sent provision on the estimates for convict establish- 
ments is £24,000. Since their organisation by the late 
Mr. Montague, they have opened some fearful mountain 
passes, and made some thousands of miles of roads, by 
which the trade and agriculture of the colony have 
been aided and developed. 

An effort will be made very soon to emancipate 
colonial newspapers from any inland postage, and to 
reduce the rate on letters. The charge now paid on 
the latter, 4d. universal, is very heavy. 

New churches continue to spread over the land. One 
is about to be built at the Kowie Harbour, and another 
in South Victoria, the territory annexed by the late Sir 
G. Catheart. The aid hitherto given toc this diocese by 
the Bishop of Capetown has been withdrawn, and our 
reverend diocesan, Bishop Cotterill, ‘leaves by this 
steamer to endeavour to raise funds in England, to meet 
church and mission expenses, and support the ministry 
out here. The sparsenessof our population, and the im- 
mense field there is to be entered upon, render it quite 
impossible to do the work adequately without home aid. 
The colonial Kafirs have been less troublesome during 
the month; yet still a great many thefts have been com- 
mitted, and one brutal murder is reported. A Dutch 
boy, twelve years old, named Maringqnits, whilst herd- 
ing his father’s sheep, saw some Kafirs come out of the 
bush and seize some of them. He called to the Kafirs 
to leave the sheep alone, when nine of the savages seized 
the poor boy and cut his throat. A Hottentot lad who 
was also herding ran to the homestead and gave the 
alarm; a pursuit was immediately commenced, the 
murderers overtaken, and three of them shot by the 
patrol.

Ingram had since 
said, in applying for a new trial, that he was so disturbed by 
the cross-examination that he did not know what he had 
said. 

Mr. Justice Crompton--No; as I understood Mr. Bovill, he 
put it that Mr. Ingram believed all along he had an equitable 
title to the estate. 

Mr. James then proceeded to state that in 1853 the estate was

Yesterday, 
at three p.m., Novarra was occupied by the Austrians, 
who are advancing towards Vercelli. At Arona the 
Austrians broke the electric wires and departed. They 
have increased their strength at Vigevano, and have 
their advanced posts on the bridge of the Terdoppio at 
San Marco. Some French troops left Turin this morn- 
ing for Alessandria. Other troops of the line are ar- 
riving, with two batteries.” 
This bulletin is dated this morning. A glance at the 
map will show you that the movements above indi- 
cated are evidently on Turin. Vercelli is near the left 
bank of the Sesia, the line of defence which it was at 
first thought the Piedmontese would have endeavoured 
to maintain, but which, it appears, was afterwards 
deemed too extensive. From Vercelli to Turin by rail 
the distance is seventy-three kilometres, but from 
Vercelli to Chivasso, which is a little on this side of 
the Dora, there are only fifty kilometres, or about thirty- 
five miles. In short, according to all appearances, the 
Austrians are menacing our left, and even advancing 
directly upon it by two different roads. Nothwithstand- 
ing this, our Generals, if I may judge from all I can see 
and learn of their movements, are weakening their left 
to strengthen their centre and gather forces to Allesan- 
dria. It is presumable, then, that they take the move- 
ment upon the Dora to be a feint. 
The E£ evening paper says that the lines of 
Genoa and Susa have been to-day entirely appropriated 
for the service of the Government—for this day only, I 
presume, although it is not unlikely that the same 
necessity may recur. The National College of Turin 
is closed, and the building is to serve as a mili- 
tary hospital A Genoa paper says, that on the 
h of a detachment of Pi tese troops, 
with two guns, which were marching on Carrara 
the Duke of Modena’s forces retired . On enter- 
entering Piedmont the Austrians made requisitions on 
the Sindacos or Mayors oi the places near the frontier 
to repair and clear the roads, which had been cut up and 
encumbered, as I lately mentioned. The Duke de Char- 
tres (son of the late Duke of Orleans, and grandson of 
Louis Philippe), who was at the Military College 
here, has received a commission in the regiment of Royal 
Piedmont, and has left to join thearmy. I cannot learn, 
nor do I believe, that the French have got any cavalry 
here yet, and the Piedmontese are not very strong in 
that arm. The want, however, may be supplied before 
the time comes for an action in the open plain. At 
present we are on the defensive in our fortified posi tions.

Tug LATE Wreck—Wretcuep Enp.—The recent 
wreck of the emigrant-ship Pomona, has brought to 
light one of those dark domestic episodes which would 
rest better in the depths of oblivion, were it not that in 
this case we have a striking instance of the ultimate fate 
which follows domestic perfidy and crime. For some 
few years a person named Montgomery carried on busi- 
ness as a passenger broker, in Waterloo Road, Liverpool. 
He had a wife and several children—all ange 
young. A short time since he became acquainted wit 
a young girl, a barmaid at a respectable hotel in Dale- 
street, Liverpool. He told her he was single, offered his 
hand, and untortunately she accepted it. Matters were 
delayed, and, under the guise of paying a visit to the 
Pomona, he took her on board in the Mersey ; the vessel 
sailed, and in it the betrayer and the betrayed. He was 
not, however, destined to escape with impunity, for the 
storm which raged along the Irish coast on the night of 
the 29th ult. drifted the ship ashore near Wexford, and 
the fate of the crew and passengers is already too well 
known. Out of the crew and passengers, numbering 
407 souls, only twenty escaped, and the day after the 
wreck the torn and dilapidated form of Montgomery was 
tossed on shore.— Manchester Examiner.
